Yesterday 1 visited the 
location to have them sign the notice of no trespass form. As it turns out, they already have a notice on file with the Topanga Police Department. Attached is the sign installed on tho wall 
of the parking lot in multiple locations referencing the LA.M.C Code 42.24. The landlord of the property as well as the tenets operating on the premise currently have the tools and 
resources needed to prevent unwanted loitering there. 

The Landlord is Mrs. Elena Guglielmi from She can be reached The senior lead officer for that area responsible for enforcement 

is officer Sean Denzi. He can be reached by email at 34920@lapd.ladty.org. i would contact those individuals in the future regarding the problem with homeless 

cemplng out at the location. The reason why is occause n is ultimately their responsibility to provide a safe and clean environment for customers. The enforcement arm of the law 
delegated powers to assist them is LAPD. It would probably help If the property owner hired a security guard to ward off unwanted people from the premises, however the City can not 
force them to consider that. I hope this helps.

USE OF THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE SYSTEM AGREEMENT 

As a member of the Community Volunteer Program of the Los Angeles Police Department, you may have access to 
confidential criminal record information, which is controlled by statute. Misuse of such information may adversely affect 
the individual’s civil rights and violates the law. Penal Code Sections 11105 and 13300 identify who has access to criminal 
history information and under what circumstances it may be released. Penal Code Sections 11140-11144 and 13301- 
13305 prescribe penalties for misuse of criminal history information. Government Code Section 6200 prescribes the 
felony penalties for misuse of public record and CLETS information. Penal Code Sections 11142 and 13303 state: 

Section 11142 (Furnishing by any authorized person to unauthorized person as misdemeanor) “Any person authorized by 
law to receive a record of information obtained from a record who knowingly furnishes the record of information to a 
person not authorized by law to receive the record of information is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Section 13303 (unauthorized release of information by employee) “Any employee of the local criminal justice agency who 
knowingly furnishes a record or information obtained from a record to a person who is not authorized by law to receive the 
record or information is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

No volunteer worker shall divulge confidential information, data, or records of the Los Angeles Police Department to any 
person to whom issuance of such data, information, or records has not been authorized. Violators will be prosecuted and 
may additionally be subject to civil legal action by the person who has had their right to privacy violated. Violations may 
also result in criminal legal action. Any community volunteer who is responsible for such misuse is subject to immediate 
dismissal.

Crime Update in the West Valley 

The most recent crime report is in and I have good news for the West 
Valley. Like ail of you, I am deeply concerned about our public safety and 
encourage you to report all crimes, just as I encourage the LAPD to 
enforce laws.

Interesting definition of "resources". Los Angeles has one of the 
smallest number of officers of all major cities. The average is 
about 30-32 per 10,000 of population. NYC, the only other 
mega-city that can really compare to Los Angeles is at 42-44 
officers per 10,000 of population. 

Los Angeles has around 22-24 officers per 10,000 of population. 

LA is also over 500 square miles while NYC is about 300 square 
miles. That means in NYC they have close to twice as many 
officers who can respond faster to threats and travel less 
distance to get there. THEY have resources. 

There's only so many times you can cut up a slice of pie until 
everyone gets crumbs. You might have sand-size particles that 
have a ’pie" like smell — but if s not going to provide any 
satisfaction. 


Our officers are being asked to do more, spend time on tasks 
that take their time away from actually being on the streets so 
whatever resources they are actually GETTING is showing little or 
no real results. 


They are being asked to be part time social workers. Is that 
REALLY increasing their resources? 

They took over the Sherrif's responsibility to patrol our trains 
and and public transit. Is that REALLY increasing their resources? 

How about Councilmember Blumenfield help the LAPD by 
publically supporting the Keeping California Safe act? Like he did 
with Prop 47? When he publicly passed a city resolution making 
Los Angeles’ official position on 47 to be in favor of it? And he 
also voted for AB109 as assmembly member. The Keeping 
California Safe act will fix some of the holes in AB109 and Prop 
47 and not just toss toiken "resources" at our police department 
but actually give our police department the tools they need to 
help keep us safe.
